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The Legislature of Alberta opened 
on the 11th instant with due pomp 
and circumstance. Throngs of fash- 
ionable people crowded the galleries 
‘and the floor of the House to hear 
the Jit. Governor read the speech 
from the Throne. The Lt. Governor 
is not a good reader ; he reads like 
one either long out of practice or 
who was never in practice. He be- 
trays no sense of proper accent or 
modulation. There is neither beauty 
nor flexibility to his deliver of the 
ae piece of the opening ceremony. 
Like the Sergeant at Arms, he 
doubtless does the best he can in an 
embarassing and uncongenial part. 
It is amusing to hear the Sergeant 
at Arms, who is one of the nicest. 
fellows for the job in the world, and 
who is as well thought of as any 
member in the House, announce in 2 
sharp high voice which lifts the 
crowd to its feet like an electric 
shock, “His Honor, the ‘Leftennant’ 
Governor,’ " with the accent on the 
‘Jef’? in Lieutenant. The Sergeant 
at Arms boasts a fine brand of 
manners, which it would do well for 
some of the members themselves to 
copy, not merely embers of — the 
House, but. of the Cabinet. Con- 
spicuous for lack of good manners 
in the conduct of the business of the 
House, is the Premier and the Min- 
ister of Education, while the mem- 
her for Victoria works overtime a 
loud and empty-sounding guffaw, 
which explodes quite frequently en- 
tirely in the wrong place. The 
little member for St. Albert. some- 
times affiliates with the same com- 

pany. The chief offender, however, 
in matters of courtesy, breeding and 
manners is the First Minister him- 
self. So long accustomed to deal 
with prisoners at the bar, where his 
autoeratic manners had full scope 
for play, he appears to find it very 
diffreult to adjust himself to the re- 
quirements of his present environ- 
ment. One would think that his sev- 
eral visits to England and _ other 
countries’ his observations of (de- 
portment and procedure in the Brit- 
ish House of Commons, would have 
taught him a few of the fine points 
of personal courtesy and good taste, 
and that his experience as a judge 
would-have.given him a_ sense.’ of 
fairness and justices. His conduct in 
the House proves a total lack of

Auditor’s Report for year 1912 


Red Deer, February 13th, 1913. 
To His Worship the Mayar and 
Town Councillors 
Red Deer. 


Gentlemen,— / 


if beg to report that I have completed the audit of the Town Books 
for the year ending December 31st, 1912, and have found them well and 
efficiently kept. All accounts have been paid under the authority of the 
Council. I enclose herewith the following, viz :— 


1. Balance Sheet. 

2. Statement of General Revenue Account. 

3. Statement of Capital Surplus Account. 

4. Schedule of Accounts Payable. . : 

5. Schedule of Accounts Receivable. ' 
6. Schedule of Outstanding Debentures. 


The first item in the balance. sheet, accounts payable, is large, but is 
mostly made up in three accounts—The Western General Electric “%o., 
$1,736.27, for their quarterly dues for street lighting, pumping and their 
proportion of the water rates ; the agent of Dominion Lands, fur nuisance 
grounds, amounting to $2,710.26, which is payable in nine annual instal- 
ments. As the Town is only. paying 5 per cent. on this, I would rec- 
ommend that you do not issue « debenture for it. The next large item 
is $1,446.15 to the Crown Paving Co-. for which payment will have to 
be made this year. , 

The bank“overdraft is large. This is accountcd for hy capital expen- 
ditures amounting to about $40,000.00 over and above the debentures of 
$67,000.00 issued this year. This $40,000.00 and the arrears of taxes, 
together with aceounf$ reccivable, will take care of both this overdraft 
and accounts payable, as you can see by referring to the balance sheet. 


Arrears of taxes are rather heavy. and are accounted for in the many 
new subdivisions which were taken into the Town last year. There are 
one or two accounts receivable which have been standing on the books 
about long enough, and if they cannot be collected should be wiped out. 


In the matter of equipment : Now that the town is assuming the 
proportions of a city, | strongly urge that more attention be given. to 
inventories. It is very important that the different heads of depart(ments 
be given to understand that they are held responsible for the equip- 
ment and the best method is to require accurate inventories each year. 
For the lack of these a percentage is written off inventories, which is 
not entirely satisfactory. 

Your real estate accounts stand at 
cept, of course, where new building's 
bought this year, Woodlea Park, has had appreciation added, as the 
purchase price was,certainly almost a gilt. 

The question of wear ard tear will necd consideration in the matter 
of sewers and water works. If this and depreciations are not rigorous- 
ly dealt with the capital surplus will be unduly inflated and an unjust 
burden be laid on the future. 


The plan of charging up accrued debenture interest at the end of each 
year was started by me when I opened up the present ledger in Mr. Ful- 
mer’s tinge, and although Mr. Blythe, who conducted a special audit of 
your books in 1907, stated it was not necessary, I maintain that you can- 
not have an absolutely correct revenue account without it. This is not 
in operation now. The amount standing to the debit of the hospital has 
been put in the balance sheet. as an asset. I think this is quite cor. 
rect, as you hold an agreement of sale, although it is subject to ratifi- 
cation by the Legislature. F 

Ked Deer, in common with the rest of the world, will have to pay 
more for the money she borrows either in discounts or a higher rate of 
interest. The debenture adjustment account will need capitalising as a 
result of the heavy discount paid on the sale of this year’s debentures. 

In spite of the remarks I have made above, particularly with regard 
to depreciation, etc., I consider that more than ordinary care is exer- 
cised in the conduct of your finances, and in my estimation Red Deer has

Over Canadian Routes and 
by Canadian Ports a 


No Division to be Premitted 


Dominion Government to take all

tracts and statutes providing for the 
conclusion of the National Trans- 
continental and to what extent these 
obligations would be affected by the 
| pending proceedings. 


| After pointing out in his reply the 
obligations and responsihilities of the 
corpany as set forth in the act, 
Mr. Borden quoted sections !2 and 
43 of the 1913 contract as. follows : 


“42. It is hereby declared and 
agreed netween the parties to this 
agreement that the aid herein pio- 
vided for is granted by the Govern- 
ment of Canada for the express pur-’ 
pose of encouraging the development 
of Canadian trade and the transpor 
tation of goods through Canadian 
channels. The company accepts the 
aid on these conditions, and agrees 
that all 7reight originating on the 
line of the railway, or its branches, 
not specificiallly routed otherwise by 
the shipper, shall. when destined for 
points in Canada, be carricd entirely 
on Canadian territory, or between 
Canadian inland ports, and that the 
through rate on export traffic from 
the point of origin to the point 
of destination shall at no time be 
greater via Canadian ports than via 
United States ports, and that all 
such traffic, not specifically routed 
otherwise by the shipper shall be 
carried to Canadian ocean ports. 


IN GOOD FAITH. 

“42. The company further agrees 
that it shall not, in any matter 
Within its power, directly or indi- 
rectly advise or encourage the trans- 
portation of such freight by routes 
other than those above provided, but 
shall, in all respects, in good faith, 
use its utmost endeavors to fulfil 
the conditions upon which public aid 
is granted, namely ,—the -development 
of trade through Canadian channels 
and Canadian ocean ports.”’ 


PREVENT ANY VIOLATION. 


Continuing, Mr. Borden emphati- 
eally added : e 


“The Grand Trunk Railway Com- 
pany holds the capital stock of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Com- 
pany ‘and coatrols the undertaking of 
the last named company. The Gov- 
ernment recognizes its duty to take 
all appropriate and available steps 
for the purpose of preventing any 
violation or disregard of the  pro-

as published in a report issued by 


the Department of Marine and Fish- 
eries. The other elght, beginning a: 
the top, are Great Britain Germany, 
the United States. Norway, France, 
Russia, Italy and Japan. 

The total number of vessels on the 
register books of the Dominion at the 
close of the last fiscal year was 8,085 
measuring 770,446 tons, a marked in- 
crease over the total for the previous 
year. The number of steamers Is 
given as 3.444,. with a gross tonnage 
of 588,741. Estimating the average 
value to be $30 per ton, the value 
of the net registered tonnage at the 
end of the year would be $23,118,380. 
“New vessels added to the list during 
the year numbered 3839, with a net 
register of 27.726 tons. Estimating 
the value of the new vessels as §4F 
per ton, the value of the new vessels 
is given at $1,148,120. During the 
year 279 vessels were removed from 
the register. Of these 37 were wreck- 
ed, 15 strandd. 12 lost, 19 abandoned 
at sea, 12 foundered and 31 “reperted 
out of existence.”

CANADA BIGGER THAN 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Latest returns give Canada’s area 
as 3,745,574 square miles. The United 
States, not including Alaska and de- 
pendercies, covers 3,026,789 square 


miles, so that if the United States 
without Alaska, were placed upon 
Canada, British Columbia, Alberta, 


und one-third of Saskatchewan would 
be left uncovered. Including Alaska, 
the Philippines, Hawaii, Porto Rico, 
and a few scattered islands in the 
Pacific Ocean, statistics give the 
United States an area of 3,743,344 
square miles, still less than the area 
of Canuada. Strictly-speaking the 
United States lays claim to about 
3,642,122 square miles, as against 
Canada's 3,745,574. 

Canada is, therefore, much larger 
than the United States, fifteen times 
as large as France, twenty of Spain, 
more than sixteen times the size of the 
German Impire, and more than 
twénty-five times larger than 
British Isles——Guelph Herald.

The general plan of the Minister of 
Agriculture was explained by him in 
iis speech.

| efficiency and equipment of our agri- 
cultural colleges; the establishment of 
agricultural schools, of dairying and 
| horticultural schools, of short courses 
jin agriculture, the initiation of 
cgricultural teaching in the public 
schools and work by travelling or Jo- 
|cated qualified instructors. It might 
‘wel include the valuable edu- 
| cational work carried on by means 
ie demonstration trains, training of 
teachers in nature study and the in- 
| valuable work of domestic science 
oncerned with the women and girls 


of our communities, whose influence 
will always constitute one of the most 
potent forces in solving the problems 
we are considering.” 

; Apportioning the Money 

Explaining the plan of apportioning 
the money, Mr. Burrell said: 

“We restrict the purposes of the bill 
to education because by so doing we 
get at the true base of successful pro- 
duction. As any educational work to 
be effective must be continuous, we 
Propose to make the policy cover a 
period of ten years. 

\ “From the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund it is proposed to set apart’ the 
sum of ten million dollars tq be ex- 
pended over the period mentioned. 

| “$700,000 will be allotted the first 
year, and this amount will be in- 
creased by $100,000 annually unt’! 
11917, from which year until 1923 
| $1,100,000 will be provided yearly, 
The gradual expansion and growing 
equipment of the provincial organiza 
tlans will be met in this way more 
helpfully than by starting at the mil- 
lion mark. 

“Speaking broadly, we have adhered 
to the principle of division on a popu- 
lation basis. The slight modifications 
of this principle which have been 
adopted will, I trust, meet the appro- 
val of the House. 


“Thus in the first place we set apart 
$20,000 a year to be divided between 
such veterinary colleges as grant de- 
grees and come up to a required stan- 
dard. We do this on the ground that 
from the character of our Federal 
veterinary work, and for the reason 
that students to these Institutions are 
drawn from all provinces In Canada, 
they may be regarded as having a 
purely national complexion. 


Special Consideration 


“In addition to this $20,000 we pro- 
pose to allot to each province, regard- 
less of population, the sum of $20,000 
It has been urged—not without some 
reason—that special consideration 
should be shown to those provinces 
whose rural population is of large pro- 
portions, whose sources of revenue

I beg to report that I have com- 
pleted the audit of the town books 
‘for the year ending [December 31, 
j1412, and have found them well and 
‘efficiently kept.

The first item in the balance sheet, 
accounts payable, is large, but is

There are 
one or two aceounts receivable which 
have been standing on the books 
about long enough, and if they can- 
not be collected should be wiped out. 

In the matter of equipment: Now 
that the town is assuming the pro- 
portions of a city, IT strongly urge 
that more attention be given to in- 
ventories. It is very important that. 
the different heads of departments be 
given to understand that they are 
held responsible for the equipment, 
and the bist method is to require 
accurate inventories each year. For 
the lack of these a percentage is 
written of inventories which is not 
entirely satisfactory. 

Your real estate accounts stand at 
the same figures as last year, ex- 
cept, of course, where new buildings 
have been added. One property 
bought this year, Woodlea Park, has 
had appreciation added. as tho pur- 
chase price was certainly almost a 
gift. The question of wear and tear 
will need consideration in the matter 
of sewers and water works. If this 
and depreciation are not rigorously 
dealt with, the capital surplus will 
be unduly inflated and an unjust bur- 
den be laid on the future.

STREET LIGHTS. 


Mayor Galbraith brought up the 
question of street lights, and a gen- 
eral discussion took place on the sub- 
ject. The Mayor, who had. been com- 
plaining to the Western: General 
about the poor lighting of the 
streets gdnerally, took the ground 
that it would help matters along if 
W. A. Moore were invited to come 
before the Council and explain the 
matter. He thought it better to be 
as friendly as possible with the Co. 
The Council generally were of the 
opinion that it was alright to have 
Mr. Moore come along and say what 
he had to say, but they rather 
doubted if any good would come of 
it, as they had not in the past res 
ceived the best cansideration at the 
hands of the Company. Not only 
that, they had a contract with the 
Company, and the terms of that 
contract were not being fulfilled, and 
it should be treated as a_ straight 
business transaction. Money had 
been paid by the Bouncil for light 
that,was not used, and it was doubt- 
ed very much if any private citizen 
would pay for something they did 
not have, and, they, as Council, 
had no right to treat the accounts 
of the town in any other way than 
they would their own, or, if they 
did, they were not fit to sit there 
and represent the people. The 
Mayor thought as we were getting 
some favors, that we should not 
buck the Company. But, generally, 
the Council thought it was not a 
question of bucking the Company, 
but the question of having the terms 
of the contract carried out. The 
past two nights there had _ becn 
no lights reported out, so that if it 
were possible to have the lights one 
night, why not all along, if proper 
care was given to the working of 
the system. It was felt that while 
the Council would be pleased to hear 
Mr. Moore, it was not up to them 
to ask him to attend. 


GAMBLING BY-LAW. 


A general discussion also took place 
on a by-law controlling billiard 
halls, pool rooms, restaurants and 
gambling, which was considered 
prevalent in town. After cach of the 
Councillors had spoken on the mat- 
ter, ghe by-law was laid over to next 
meetfng, and the Town Solicitor will 
be asked to look into the question 
more fully. 


It was charged that gambling was 
going on nightly in some © placcs, 
and the police were not as active as 
they should be in making arrests. 

It was claimed the provincial law 
covering the gambling allowed the 
police enough :to go on. Jt \was said 
dice was thrown in plain view of the 
public in same places. An investiga- 
tion will be made. 


BUILDING BY-LAW. 


The question of the building by-law 
arose from the application of S. Wil- 
son to erect an ice house. It was 
discussed pretty freely, and it was 
thought that the by-law had not 
been carried out as intended, and 
should be amended. In the mean- 
time it was agreed that each case 
would be considered on its merits. 

The question of police court fees, 
introduced by Councillor Carswell, 
was referred to the Commissioners 
to deal with in next report. 

The Council adjourned shortly after 
eleven o'clock.
